Spokesmen said the armed 


services passed the word last 
week in an effort to keep Ameri- 
can families abreast of develop- 
ments involving prisoners or 
missing men presumed alive in 
Vietnam. 


North

same time began accusing the 
United States of trying to whip 
up emotions among the rela- 
tives of POWs as a means of 
pressuring communist delegates 
at the Paris peace talks. 


Defense officials say this was 


not their motive. The Pentagon, 
they say, was merely carrying 
out Its responsibility to the fam- 
ilies of POWs or missing men. 


An officer acknowledged that 


the Pentagon was walking a floe 
line and leaving itself open to 
propaganda charges. 


"Bat we were Just informing 


people of Hanoi's willingness to 
answer letters from relatives 
writing on their own," be said. 


As the Pentagon understands 


it, the NOrth Vietnamese in Par- 
is will accept private Inquiries 
and receive relatives, pass the 
questions onto Hanoi and later 
forward any responses to the 
families.

Wheeler also indicated there 


had been no major shift in 
American battlefield tactics. 


Asked whether the recent low 


level of enemy activity had re- 
sulted in a scaling down of U.S. 
offensive operations and a shift 
toward a defensive posture, he 
replied that Gen. Creighton W. 
Abrams, the commander of 
American forces in Vietnam, is 
"following the policy that he 
was following when 1 was here 
in July." 


Wheeler said this is not so 


much a "defensive" policy as a 
"pre-emptive, protective course 
of action in line with the change 
in the enemy's tactics which 
have been quite marked." 


U.S. military experts say this 


"pre-emptive" policy of wide- 
spread patrolling by small units 
has prevented enemy buildups 
for large-scale ground ttacks 
and that the Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese are now re- 
lying to a great extent on rocket 
and mortar attacks which keep 
their own casualties to a mini- 
mum. 


The U.S. Command reported 


21 enemy rocket and mortar at- 
tacks across South Vietnam dur- 
ing the past 24 hours, a drop 
from the two-day total of 72 re- 
ported during the weekend. Cas- 
ualties reported included four 
Vietnamese civilians killed and 
18 Vietnamese civilians and two 
American wounded. 


Only light ground skirmishes 


were reported, with U.S. forces 
claiming 43 of the enemy killed. 
U.S. casualties were one killed 
and 11 wounded, the U.S. Com- 
mand reported. 


A government military train- 


ing center 108 miles west of Sai- 
gon came under attack from 
North Vietnamese troops re- 
cently moved into the Mekong 
Delta and suffered 12 wounded 
before pushing the enemy back, 
South Vietnamese headquarters 
said. Four North Vietnamese 
were reported killed.

LAS VEGAS, Nev, (AP) - 


Scattered outbreaks of violence 
persisted early today on the 
dotntoantly Negro West Side of 
this casino city, but generally 
the turbulence of the past two 
nights had abated. 


Authorities listed more than 


100 arrests Monday night, 42 in- 
juries-one of them serious- 
and property damage in the 
tens of thousands of dollars, 


Young blacks 
roamed the 


area, hurling rocks and fire* 
bombs, 
shattering 
windows, 


looting a few stores and over* 
turning cars. 


As the violence spread, Mayor 


Oran Gragson imposed a 7 p.m. 
to 6 a.m. curfew, declared a 
state of emergency and asked 
Gov. Paul Laxalt to mobilize tto 
National Guard. 


The guardsmen assembled at 


their armories, but were not de- 
ployed. 


The two nights of violence 


were the worst city officials 
could recall, There had been 
some earlier racial unrest at 
schools, 


The trouble developed Sunday 


night after two Negro policemen 
stopped a black cab driver for a 
traffic check and a crowd gath- 
ered. 


Authorities said this did not 


trigger the disturbances, howev- 
er. 


"There were no racial over- 


tones in the beginning," Grag- 
son said. "But after it gotgoing, 
'whitey' wasn't welcome over 
there." There are about 30,000 
Negroes among the 250,000 resi- 
dents of greater Las Vegas. 


Some fires broke out Sunday 


but the crowd was dispersed. 


A crowd gathered again Mon- 


day and, as the violence intensi- 
fied, more than 150 helmetedpo- 
lice officers and sheriff's depu- 
ties with shotguns sealed off the 
40-block area, sweeping through 
it repeatedly. 


The West Side is about a mile 


from the city's downtown sec- 
tion and about three miles from 
the Las Vegas Strip. 


Tear gas was used frequently 


but with little success, a heli- 
copter overhead used a spotlight 
to locate vandals. 


Hardest hit was the Golden 


West Shopping Center, where 
much of the violence was cen- 
tered. 


Glass and merchandise lit- 


tered the center's sidewalks and 
parking lot, which earlier Mon- 
day was the scene of a beating. 
Two white youths were attacked 
by a group of Negroes, police 
said, and one of the whites was 
beaten unconscious. 
Seeks Change

ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) 


— Sen. Edward M. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts called today for 
a White House conference to de- 
velop a "blueprint for reform 
and change" for America's In- 
dians. 


Kennedy, the Senate majority 


whip, said Indian policies have 
been "a national tragedy and a 
national disgrace." 


He said a White House Confer- 


ence on Indian affairs is needed 
to provide policy, legislative 
and program recommendations 
to serve "as the blueprint for 
reform 
and change over the 


next generation." 


His proposal came in a speech 


for 
the National Congress of 


American Indians attended by 
about 400 delegates. 


Kennedy also suggested estab- 


lishment of a select Senate com- 
mittee on the human needs of 
American Indians, re-organiza- 
tion of the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs, removal of the bureau 
from the Interior Department, 
an Indian development corpora- 
tion and Indian control over In-

The Orioles, who won a near- 


record 109 games while taking 
the Eastern Division title, now 
go against the New York Mets 
In the World Series which opens 
Saturday in Baltimore. 


For the third time In nine 


months, a major sport matches 
teams from Baltimore and New 
York in postseason play. New 
York won the previous encoun- 
ters—the 
Jets upsetting the 


Colts in the football Super Bowl 
and the Knicks eliminating the 
Bullets 
from 
the 
National 


Basketball Association playoffs. 


"We're going to reverse that 


trend," said veteran outfielder 
Frank Robinson, the Orioles' 
leader. Referring to a possible 
four-game sweep, atop the play- 
off string, added, "Would you 
believe seven straight?" 


Coach Billy Hunter was more 


emphatic, flatly predicting a 
sweep for the Orioles — who 
flattened the Los Angeles Dodg- 
ers four in a row while winning 
the 1966 World Series. 


Manager Earl Weaver was 


more cautious, but confident. 


"The Mets are a complete 


mystery," Weaver said. "They 
hit about .241 during the regular 
season and then turned around 
in the National League playoffs 
and beat one of the best hitting 
teams 
(Atlanta) at Its own 


game." 


"But I have very much con- 


fidence In my pitchers,"Weaver 
said. "I plan to use Mike 
Cuellar in the first game, fol- 
lowed by Dave McNally and 
Jim Palmer." 


Cuellar allowed three runs in 


eight innings of Baltimore's 4-3, 
12-lnning first game victory, 
.McNally hurled a sparkling 1-0 
three-hitter in 11 innings and 
Palmer coasted while allowing 
10 hits in the windup. 


During the regular season, the 


three pitchers combined to win 
59 decisions while losing 22. 


Monday's postgame celebra- 


tion was relatively mild, even 
when compared with the divi- 
sion-clinching party, indicating 
the Orioles were already look- 
ing ahead. 


"Don't waste it," Robinson 


said when «a couple players 
started the traditional head- 
soaking routine with the cham- 
pagne. "Waste it the next time 
around." 


The Orioles, who finished the 


regular season in a hitting 
slump, rapped out 18 safeties 
Monday— including five by Paul 
Blair and four by Don Buford. 


The outbreak could be timely,

"The two extra inning games 


took a lot out of the guys," 
Weaver said. "Some of them 
have to have tight legs after 
that."

It is not transmitted 
directly from one person to 
another. Mild cases recover 
spontaneously. Severe cases 
can be cured with amphoter- 
icin B. But your doctor is 
right— because of the un- 
pleasant side effects, the 
drug is reserved for those 
whose life is threatened by 
the disease.

by a minisklrted young Commu- 
nist assistant professor Monday, 
then asked other faculty mem- 
bers to quit teaching until Uni- 
versity of California regents 
give academic credit for her 
course. 


Shapely Angela Davis, 25, 


drew an overflow crowd of 1,900 
students to the university's 
Royce Hall and about 100 were 
turned away for lack of room. 


"I'd like to lecture," she said. 


"I don't think we ought to allow 
the regents to Interfere." 


The audience gave her a 


standing ovation after her talk 
on black literature and adopted 
resolutions demanding a faculty 
classroom 
boycott until the 


young Negro is granted 
full 


reinstatement. 


Miss Davis was fired by the 


regents last month because she 
has said she Is a member of a 
Communist club. A committee 
of the academic senate demand- 
ed that she be permitted to 
teach. The regents ruled Friday 
that she can teach, but not for 
credit, until they hear an appeal 
from their original decision. 


Meanwhile Miss Davis contin- 


ues to receive her $9,684 annual 
salary. 


Miss Davis, her hair in Afri- 


can natural style, sprinkled her 
lecture 
with quotations from 


Karl Marx, existentialist Jean 
Paul Sartre and phllospher Her- 
bert Marcus. 


Her course is called "Recur-

It was quite a job merely get- 


ting the world's largest water- 
melon crated and shipped by air 
freight to my Washington office.

Hagen underwent throat sur- 


gery in January 1967, third such 
operation since a cancerous lar- 
ynx was removed in 1964. 


One of "the Haig's" last pub- 


lic appearance came in August 
1 


1967 when many of the great 
and near-great of golf gathered 
in this northwest Michigan re- 
sort for a testimonial sponsored 
by his local friends. 


Among them was current star 


Arnold Palmer who, in a mov- 
ing tribute to a man he idolized, 
said, "If it were not for you, 
Walter, 
this 
dinner 
tonight 


would be downstairs in the pro 
shop and not in the ballroom." 


"The Haig." as he was rever- 


ently known throughout the golf 
world was one of the first men 
in sport to earn more than a 
million dollars, of how he made 
it—and spent it—are legion. 


"I never wanted to be a mil- 


lionaire. I just wanted to live 
like one," Hagen wrote in his 
autobiography. 


"He's 
in golf to live-not 


make a living," Chick Evans, a 
former U.S. Open winner, has 
said. 


Just under 6 feet, with weath- 


er-beaten 
features 
and hair 


slicked down in the fashion ol 
his era's matinee idols, Hagen 
won the U.S. Open in 1914, re- 
peated in 1919 and finished in 
the money until his playing days 
were over. 


He was the only man ever to 


win the Professional Golfers As- 
sociation title five times or four 
times in a row. He won it in 
1922, 1924, 1925, 1926, 1927. 


In 1922, he became the first 


American-born 
pro to win the 


British Open with a victory that 
spelled the beginning of the end 
to British 
domination 
of the 


sport. He won that title four 
times. 


Hagen also whipped the leg- 


endary amateur Bobby Jones 
12-up and 11-holes-to-play in a 
72-hole match. It brought him 
the biggest purse ever won by a 
pro 
until 
then—$7,800. 
He 


bought Jones a $1,000 watch. 


Although the triumph seemed 


to establish 'The Haig" as 
world champion, he shrugged 
off the label. He said the match 
showed only that a champion 
could beat another champion on 
any given day if one was "up" 
and the other wasn't. 


Hagen was regarded as the 


best shotmaker in golf and was 
never happier than when behind 
and in trouble. It gave him the 
chance to pull off shots that 
make a gallery gasp and he re- 
velled in it. 


"He had more shots than any- 
body in golf, then or now," says 
Al Watrous, dean of Michigan 
pros and a frequent Hagen op- 
ponent. 


Born in Rochester, N.Y., Ha- 


gen was introduced to golf as 
caddy. 


He left the game 40 years lat- 


er the close friend and playing 
partner of presidents and kings,

Tw.'ce divorced, Hagen moved 


here 11 years ago. He lived in a 
trim, stone and frame split-level 
on 20 acres with his secretary- 
housekeeper of 15 years, Doris 
Brandis. 


A son, Waiter Jr. of Detroit, 


survives. Funeral arrangements 
are incomplete. 


Hagen was 21 when he cap- 


tured his first U.S. Open. He lat- 
er added victories in the British 
Open in 1922, 1924. 1928 and 1929 
and in the prestigious Western 
Open in 1916, 1921, 1926 and 1927.

Our Pounding Fathers believed 
in the right of the people to vote, 
but also recognized the tyranny 
of popular majorities that could 
conceivably 
wreck 
the Rep-, 


ublie—therefore they establish- 
ed the Electoral College to dis- 
till the popular vote Into state 
unit 
votes. 
Whether today's 


Americans are smarter than the 
men who wrote what at the time 
was declared to be the world's 
finest charter of human freedom 
is open to question—and you can 
list your editor as one of the 
doubters. 


But abolition of the Electoral 


College is popular; therefore the 
proposed amendment has passed 
the House and is headed for the 
Senate—with President Nixon's 
blessing. 


On the other hand, no one in 


Washington seems Interested In 
a 
constitutional 
prohibition 


against putting the nation into 
debt in peace-time. You can 
understand why. Such a pro- 
hibition would give the people a 
leverage 
against the govern- 


ment— creating a reference point 
marking the accountability of 
public officials. But federal of- 
ficials like things the way they 
are—with no limitation on debt, 
and no accountability. Thus the 
people are excludetffrom govern- 
ment. 


The effect of abolishment of 


the Electoral College is at best 
uncertain. But the least that 
can be said of a policy per- 
mitting a nation to spend more 
than it takes in with (axes de- 
cade after decade Is that it's 
certain to encourage inflation 
and end in currency devalua- 
tion and national bankruptcy. 


Do I sound like a "far out" 


prophet of doom? Hardly. I am 
only stating what every think- 
ing citizen in America knows 
in his heart to be true. 


It's a 
truth he recognizes 


in his private life. 


It's a truth he compels of- 


ficials of local government to 
recognize. 


But a truth he forgets when 


measuring the march of events 
in Washington, D. C. — cover- 
ing it up with the outrageous 
lie that the federal government 
is a "special case." 


Debt lias no "special cases." 


Because of the ever-rising na- 
tional debt currency devaluation 
is already 
upon us—you know 


this, because prices now are 
three to four times what they 
were at the beginning of this 
generation. 


We put no limitation on debt 


at the Washington level— but 
the proposed new Constitution 
for Arkansas which this news- 
paper published in full last Oct. 
2 has this to say about debt at 
the local level:

Government); Section 9 (Limi- 
tations of County Expenditures: 


"Section 9. The governing 


body of a county shall not

ons and military installations 
from the sea bed. The United 
States refused to accept this be- 
cause it would ban such defen-

as 
submarine 


tracking stations. 


The Russians gave way on 


this point and accepted the pro* 
vision of a draft submitted by 
the United States May 22 In 
which the ban would be restrict- 
ed to nuclear arms and weapons 
of mass destruction. 


In return, the United States 


dropped its proposal that the 
ban come into force at the 
three-mile limit and accepted 
he Soviet 12-mile limit. This 
was favored also by most other 
delegations at the conference.
